AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


H.M. Consul-General at Budapest (Mr. Esme Howard, C.V.O.,

30th October calls attention to a scheme for 
the utilisation of the waters of the river Drave. 

This idea is not a new one, but owing to the difficulties involved 
by reason of the exceptionally broken nature of the channel, the 
great variations in the volume of water, and the size of the dams, 
&ec. that would be required, it has hitherto seemed very doubtful 
whether any hydraulic-power works on the Drave could be made 
to pay. These works, it is estimated, world cost nearly 1,000,000. 
It is now proposed, however, not merely to make use of any 
power that may be obtained from the Drave waters in the 
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neighbourhood of the river itself, but also to carry the power to 
Budapest, a distance of about 250 kilometres. ‘l'he whole scheme, 
the feasibility of which is stated to have been proved beyond 
question, is now being considered from the point of view of 
profitable investment, with regard to which, on account of the great 
expense, there still appears to be some doubt.

The “ Diario Oficial” of 21st October publishes the terms of a 
contract granting to Senor Carlos Alvarez 
Escalante a 99 years’ concession for the con- 
struction and working of a railway from 
Mexico City to Magdalena (near Contreras), passing by way of 
Nalvarte, el Mayorazgo, San Angel and Tizapan. Five years are 
allowed for the completion of the line, and during this period the 
concessionaire will be allowed to import construction materials 
free of duty. The line will be about 12 miles long. 

The “ Diario” of the 28th October contains a contract 
authorising the Mexican Tramway Company (which works the 
lines belonging to the “ Compafifa Limitada de Ferrocarriles del 
Distrito”) to construct and work (1) a second track between 
Taxquefia and San Antonio on the Mexico-Tlaélpam line, and (2) a 
branch in Mixcoac to be connected with the Valle railway. 
Three years are allowed for completion in the case of (1) and one 
year in the case of (2). The total length of new lines provided 
for under this contract will be two miles. 

The same issue of the “ Diario” publishes a contract granting to 
Messrs. George Beebe and George A. Sanderson, a 99 years’ con- 
cession for the construction and working of a railway in the State 
of Sonora. The line will run from a point between Soyapa and 
Toniche, District of Ures, to Cieneguita, District of Sahuaripa.

CHINA, 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Commer- 
cial Attaché at Peking (Mr. W, P. Ker) on the foreign trade of 
China in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 


The extension of railways has called for increasing suppties of 
Rai construction material and rolling-stock, but the 
allway , " : : 
Material importation of railway plant and material has 
decreased from a value of 2,080,752!. in 1907 
to 1,719,1897, in 1908. This indicates, says Mr. Ker, great 
activity in the railway workshops in China, which can now turn 
out many kinds of plant that had formerly to be imported. 
China’s railway programme is an ambitious one, however, and 
even allowing for considerable development in these workshops, 
it can hardly be carried out without placing large orders abroad. 





China is making progress as a manufacturing country, and it is in 
the direction of supplying her requirements as 


meeeatry such that the readiest openings for the British 
eee; Bae fact t be sought. There i 

Engines manufacturer mus sought. ere is every 

, reason to believe that British firms are alive to 


the opportunities afforded by the development of railways and 
factories in China, and it needs only to be repeated that com- 
petition is keen, and that orders are not secured without an 
infinite taking of pains. 

Apart from machinery for large undertakings, there are 
openings in China for many kinds of smaller appliances in 
aid of hand labour. Thus there is a demand in Western 
China for small cotton spinning machines and weaving looms, 
which must be cheap, strong and easily workable (see the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 3rd June, p. 473). H.M. Consul 
at Pakhoi, in South China, notes a possibility of introducing 
pumps (hand or wind) for drawing water from wells for irriga- 
tion, if easily worked and kept in order. Again, the successful 
trial of two portable manual fire engines (of British make) at 
Tengyueh, in the extreme south-west of China, suggests to H.M. 
Consul there that such engines are suitable for other Chinese cities, 
and might find a considerable sale if pushed. 
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JAPAN. 


The Canadian Trade Commissioner at Yokohama (Mr. G. A. 
Railway Station Harris) states in a recent report that a sum of

CASH-ON-DELIVERY POSTAL SERVICE WITH EGYPT. 


The November issue of the Journal of the British Chamber of 
Commerce of Egypt publishes a letter from the Egyptian Post- 
mastvr-General with reference to the cash-on-delivery service of 
postal parcels in force between Great Britain and Egypt. The 
service was established on Ist June, 1908 (see “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 4th June, 1908, p. 492); similar services between 
Egypt and most European countries have been in operation for 
many years. Since the establishment of the service with Great 
Britain, many complaints have been received by the Postmaster- 
General from Egyptian firms that, when orders have been sent to 
British firms for goods by cash-on-delivery, a reply has been 
received that such a service does not exist. The Postmaster- 
General adds that, as the system is well understood in Egypt, 
cash-on-delivery orders given to merchants of standing in that 
country run very little risk of delay in execution.

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AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS AND MACHINERY IN 
THE PUNJAB. 


The official ‘“‘ Indian Trade Journal ” of 28th October contains an 
article, by the Deputy Director of Agriculture in the Punjab, on 
the characteristics of agricultural appliances likely to command a 
sale in that province, from which the following particulars have been 
extracted :-— 

The tillage implements of the province consist of the native 
wooden plough, the “sohaga” or clod-crushing leveller, and the 
various hand- weeding implements. The native plough, of which 
there are several types, acts as plough, grubber, harrow and seed- 
drill ; it is far from being efficient in any of the first three capa- 
cities, except where the land is in just the proper condition. 
Consequently, while it is fairly effective where holdings are small 
enough to permit the cultivator to use it when the land is exactly 
in that condition, very rough and ineffective work is often seen, 
especially in the preparation of the summer crops, on larger hold- 
ings. The adoption of a light furrow-turning plough and also of 
a light harrow-grubber, of the spring-toothed-harrow type, would 
render the Punjab agriculturist well equipped for the preparation 
of his land. 

The main requisites for improved implements are lightness, 
cheapness and simplicity. Implements of inferior workmanship, 
however, would not have a lasting sale; the ordinary man of the 
country is accustomed to use his machines for a long period of 
years, and often goes beyond the economic scrapping point. All 
machines and implements ought to be made as plain and simple 
as possible, without any of the smaller refinements and niceties 
which are worse than useless in the Punjab and tend to increase 
the price of the machine and to perplex the user. With regard to 
the question of lightness in tillage implements, it may be at once 
said that, within the limits necessary for durability and without 
sacrificing any essential part of the implement, the lighter the 
draught the better. 

For ordinary work in the Punjab a furrow-turning plough would 
not be required to go lower than from 5 to 6 inches. “The first 
ploughing of the land, which is nearly all of a light sandy 
loam, more nearly approaches the spring ploughing of land 
after turnips, potatoes, &c. in England, and can be fairly well 
done with a plough of the stubble-plough pattern. The plough 
should be short in breast and body, and the stilts (handles) should 
be as vertical as possible to enable the man to be near the cattle. 
The share should be sharp, flat, and broad enough to cut the furrow 
clean away. The mould board should have enough power to pul- 
verise the soil properly and bury weeds and stubble. On the light 
soil of the Punjab it is possible to do this with a short mould-board 
of the proper shape, the friable nature of the land permitting of 
this with a concave board. It is not necessary to gather the soil 
on the board as in lea ploughing in England. A short concave 
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mould-board with a high degree of curvature is the most suitable. 
The sole should be short to permit the plough running as much as 
possible on the share. ‘hese ploughs should be all single wheeled 
and should set to cut about 74 inches of land with a straight 
draught. There is no need of a coulter. Hach plough should be 
accompanied by two wrenches (one spare). 

The most useful type of harrow is undoubtedly the spring-toothed 
sort. The proper number of teeth is about seven, giving some 3 
feet working breadth. A larger harrow of 11 teeth has been used 
with good results, but is rather heavy for ordinary cattle. The 
runners should be fairly wide and the spring teeth need be scarcely 
so long as in the usual English-made article. Great care should 
be taken to ensure that the point of draught is fairly in the centre. 
These harrows will do almost anything that the native plough can 
accomplish and may be tried on fairly hard land. 

The little machinery that is used by the agricultural population 
is employed solely for grinding and milling purposes. An attempt 
to popularise wheat reaping machines promises to be successful in 
certain tracts, and possibly there would be a fairly large sale for an 
efficient winnowing machine to deal with the wheat crop. The 
above remarks as todraught, &c. in reference to tillage implements 
apply equally to reapers, although cheapness is not so essential, as 
these machines appeal to a different class of buyer and are only 
purchased by small holders by the co-operative system. Suita- 
bility to local conditions is most essential. 

Experience has shown that the only class of machine likely to 
have a wide sale at present is a modified mower with reaping 
attachments. There is little or no opening for binders, and self- 
deliverers are too unsafe and too complicated to command more 
than a limited sale. 

The main requisites are :— 

1. A narrowly built machine; 2. A short cutting bar; 
3. A low gear; 4. Some arrangements to allow the corn-side of 
the cutting bar to clear the small irrigation bunds (banks, dykes or 
ridges) which are about 8 inches high and very abrupt; 5. Driver's 
seat arranged immediately behind the bullocks; 6. Knife sections 
of soft steel to admit of easy sharpening with files. 

A suitable winnowing machine would, as indicated above, pro- 
bably meet a general demand, but the question of winnowing the 
wheat crop should be studied on the spot. Any machine to suit 
the Punjab zemindar will need to be built on a principle involving 
no fine adjustments, and this is difficult owing to the variations 
of the mixture from district to district and even from field to field. 
In building machines of this class it must be remembered that the 
ordinary pine-wood seasoned in England will not stand the severi- 
ties of the Indian climate, and special care is necessary in this 
direction. Another point that should not be lost sight of is that, 
judging from English standards, the Punjab labourer is a man of 
small stature, and all handles, etc., should be adjusted accordingly. 
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AVOIDANCE OF LOSS ON EXCHANGE IN DRAFTS ON 
TURKEY. 

The October number of the Journal of the British Chamber of 
Commerce at Smyrna draws the attention of British firms trading 
with Turkey to the danger of loss on exchange on bills to be 
collected in that country. To avoid this it is advisable; says the 
Journal, that the words “ payable at the rate of exchange for sight 
bills on London” be inserted in the draft (under the amount of 
the draft expressed in words), otherwise, the debtor has the 
option of paying in cash, according to the custom of the place, 
and the amount thus received may not suffice to purchase a sight 
draft for the full amount of sterling required. An endorser of the 
draft after acceptance cannot validly add the clause ‘“ payable at 
the rate of exchange for sight bills on London.” 

It must be borne in mind, however, that, in order to avoid any 
question in the matter, it is imperative, in quoting a price, to 
state that it is subject to the above-mentioned condition. 





PETROLEUM DEPOSITS IN RUSSIAN SAKHALIN. 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Vladivostock (Mr. R. M. Hodgson) has 
furnished the following particulars relative to petroleum deposits 
in Russian Sakhalin :— 

The three petroliferous areas so far known to exist in Russian 
Sakhalin are all on the east coast, and may be distinguished as 
(1) the Okha River oil-field, (2) the Boatasin and Nutovo oil-fields, 
and (3) the Nabil Bay oil-field. 

(1) Okha River oil-field——This area appears to be one of consider- 
able promise, being remarkable for the existence of a large 
“petroleum lake” covered with a thick coat of asphalt. ‘The 
principal natural outcrops of petroleum in this area, including this 
large lake and another smaller one, are found in what is known as 
the Allas Valley, a depression through which the Okha flows into 
Urkt Bay. The “ petroleum lake” is close to the junction of this 
river with the Berakian. ‘There are also many outcrops in lateral 
valleys known as Malaya and Ivanovskaya. ‘They are in the form 
of holes full of water, on the top of which floats a deposit of 
petroleum some three inches thick, of heavy consistency and 
greenish-black in colour. 

(2) Boatasin and Nutovo River oil-fields—This area is the one to 
which, up till now, the most serious attention has been paid. In 1898 
a German engineer found, some eight miles from the mouth of the 
Nutovo river, a number of petroleum outcrops resembling those in 
the Allas Valley, and also discovered five “ petroleum lakes” of a 
similar nature to those on the Okha, the largest being 420 feet by 
1,400 feet. The “lakes” are, in reality, considerable areas 
covered with petroleum in a decomposed state, in parts liquid and 
in parts in the form of asphalt. In 1901, boring operations were 
commenced on the Boatasin ; two petroliferous layers, both in sand- 
stone, were discovered, the first at a depth of 150 feet and the other 
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at 237 feet. In 1906 a Russian Government mining engineer sank 
several 14 feet shafts in the Nutovo district, and in all of them ob- 
served the same phenomena, namely, a thin crust ot asphalt above 
a layer of peat some two feet in thickness and thoroughly soaked 
with petroleum, which towards the top was continually changing 
from a greenish-black liquid state to a thick state, and, on the 
surface, was quite viscous and deep black. Under the layer of 
peat was sand strongly impregnated with petroleum, and below 


this again was sandy clay. The quantity of petroleum collecting 


in the shafts did not exceed five to six gallons in twenty-four hours. 
Abundant inflammable gases, mainly methane, were observed to 
be issuing from holes in the peat-hag in the region of the petroleam 
lakes, and were found to be generated from petroleum. 

The holder of the mining rights for the Boatasin and Nutovo 
River oil fields has formed a company, registered in Hong Kong 
and having its head office in Tientsin, with a capital, German, 
British and Chinese, of 420,000 taels. Buildings are being 
erected, and systematic boring will commence on the arrival of 
new plant, consisting of a hand-boring plant for depths of 200 
metres and a 600-metre steam boring plant. The present intention 
is to build large containing tanks on the point at the mouth of 
what is known as Kleye Strait, and there to load the crude oil, 
which will be run in pipes from the Nutovo on to steamers. The 
company have already made arrangements in China and Japan 
which will ensure their obtaining a market for their output. 

(3) Nabil Bay oil-field—This area consists of (a) deposits on 
the Noglik River, a tributary of the Imtchin, which runs into the 
‘Timi River close to its mouth, in the southern end of the Nisky 
Lagoon, and (b) deposits round the south-east corner of Nabil 
Bay. From a 26-foot shaft sunk in the Noglik territory, 8 to 10 
gallons of heavy dark green petroleum, full of carbonic acid gas, 
were obtained in 24 hours, the specific gravity being 0°9 at 
17°5° C. Samples sent to St. Petersburg were pronounced to be 
suitable for kerosene. 

A considerable number of persons have recently acquired mining 
rights in Sakhalin. A Russian geologist who has recently been 
investigating the Nutovo area spoke highly of the prospects of the 
concessions granted to the first investigator of the Nutovo River 
deposits. From his study of the geological structure of the island 
he formed the opinion that the level of the petroliferous strata was 
probably a deep one in comparison with that of the Japanese oil- 
fields, the first deposits being at not less than 600 feet and the 
second layer at about 2,000 feet. He further believes the Sakhalin 
petroleum to be rich in kerosene, containing probably 85 per 
cent. Ho thinks that the oil will probably not play in fountains, 
but will require pumping, as in Pennsylvania. 

A sketch mapof the outline of the eastern coast of Russian Sakhalin 
according to the latest surveys, showing the position of the three 
oil-fields, together with analyses of the petroleum obtained, may be 
seen by British firms interested on application at the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C.

‘Inasmuch as the modifications of the Customs and Consular 

“ Regulations of the United States set forth in the Diplomatic 
“ Note of the 22nd April, 1907, annexed to the German Agreement, 
“are, by Article Il of that Agreement, made a part of the con- 
“ sideration on the part of the United States, and inasmuch as 
the benefits of Point ‘ A ’* have been specially extended by the 
United States to the Netherlands in the Commercial Agreement 
with that country, it follows that the directions of Congress 
contained in Section 4 of the new Tariff Law to the effect that 
until the expiration of the respective notices of termination to 
‘the foreign governments ‘the terms of said Commercial Agree- 
ments shall remain in force,’ involve the granting to Germany 
of the benefits of all the points enumerated in the Diplomatic 
Note until the 7th February, 1910, and to the Netherlands the 
benefits of Point ‘A’ of the German Agreement until the 7th 
August, 1910. 
‘““Importations into the United States from all other foreign 
countries than Germany and the Netherlands now come within 
“ the operation of the new customs administrative provisions, and 
“ there is no authority in law for the granting to the importations 
‘from such countries of the benefits of Point ‘A’ or ary other 
“ features of the German Agreement which have been nullified or 
‘‘ jmpaired by the provisions of the new Tariff Law. 

“ As to Points ‘B,’ ‘C,’ ‘E,’ and ‘F’ of the said Diplomatic 
“ Note, there are no changes made by the new Tariff Law which 
“impair their principles, and the Department perceives no 
“objection to continuing the application of those principles, for 
‘ the present at least, the same as heretofore. The same applies to 
“ Point ‘D,’ subject, however, to the understanding that the 
‘“ amendment to paragraph 678 of the Consular Regulations made 
“therein must be construed in connection with subsection 3 of 
“ Section 28 of the Tariff Act of the 5th August, 1909. 

“ In said subsection 3 it is specifically provided that invoices of 
“merchandise shall be produced to the Consul in the consular 
‘ district in which the merchandise was purchased or manufactured. 
It is obvious, therefore, that consular invoices cannot be certified 
‘by a Consul in a country different from that in which the 
‘merchandise was’ purchased or manufactured. There would be

Under Point ‘ I’ referred to above, certificates as to the value 
of goods exported to the United States, issued by certain Chambers 
of Commerce in the United Kingdom, are accepted by United 
States appraisers as competent evidence, and are considered by 
them in connection with such other evidence as may be adduced.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA (PHILIPPINE ISLANDS), 


Section 5 of the United States Tariff Act provides that the 
admission of United States products into the 
Philippine Islands and of Philippine products 
into the United States shall be permitted free 
of duty on condition of the direct shipment of the goods from the 
country of origin to the country of destination, and that direct 
shipment shall include shipments in bond through foreign territory 
contiguous to the United States. 

The Board of Trade are now in receipt, through the Foreign 
Office, of information to the effect that the expression ‘‘ shipments 
in bond through foreign territory contiguous to the United States ” 
is authoritatively held to cover shipments through Canada. Thus, 
goods from the Philippine Islands arriving at Vancouver, British 
Columbia, may be sent overland through Canadian territory in 
bond to their destination in the United States and receive the 
benefit of free entry, into the latter country. 

The term ‘direct shipment,’ however, is interpreted to mean 
that the ocean voyage must be made in one bottom from the port 
of departure to the port of entry. If trans-shipment is made to 
another vessel at any port en rowle, the goods are deprived of the 
right to free entry into the United States or the Philippine Islands, 
as the case may be.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 35 of the “ Board of Trade 
icant te Journal” of Ist July last relative to reductions 
Railway Rates in railway rates on goods imported into the 
sttied ‘Transvaal vid ports in Cape Colony and Natal, 
the Agent-General in London for the Cape of Good Hope now 
notifies that information has been received from the South African 
Government that, from Ist January next, the preference on railway 
rates from Delagoa Bay to railway stations in the Transvaal 
between Germiston and Kle: rksdorp inclusive will be further 

reduced in favour of Durban and Cape ports as follows :—

RUSSIA-SWEDEN. 


H.M. Legation at Stockholm report that, according to the local 
press, an agreement between the Swedish and 
Through Goods 
Russian railways was recently signed with 
Service between . 
regard to a through goods service by means of 
Russian and . S ; 
Swedish a line of steamers (subventioned by the 
bane , Swedish State) between Stockholm and Riga 
ye: (Windau). The agreement deals mainly with 
the lines on which the traffic is to be run, The tariff is already 
settled ; the Swedish and Russian railways are each to apply their 
own local tariffs, in addition to which there will be the charges 
agreed upon with the shipping line “Svea” for the sea route. 
Under the terms of the agreement, direct goods traffic will be 
carried on between, about forty Russian stations and thirty 
Swedish stations, including Stockholm, Gothenburg and Gefle. It 
is practically settled that there shall be two sailings a week in both 
directions all the year round. ‘The vessels may go to Windau 
during the first three months of the year should the entrance to 
Riga be blocked by ice. As the Russian freight tariff is about to 
be revised the arrangement cannot come into force before Ist July, 
1910. From that date it will be binding for five years. 
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SWEDEN—DENMARK-—SOUTH AFRICA. 


H.M. Legation at Stockholm report that, according to the Swedish 
Pe EE of 10th November, an agreement has been 
= intebaine arrived at between the Swedish South African 
Steamship Ser- Steamship Line on the one side, and the South 
seve cor Area African Trading Company of Stockholm and 
an eat ae the East Asiatic Company of Copenhagen on 
Scandinavian the other, for the purpose of jointly maintaining 
ihe oak the other, for the p ed se of jointly maintaining 
South Africa,  COmmunication between Scandinavia and South 
African ports, such communication having 
hitherto been made by each of the lines separately. The agreement 
is to the effect that the South African Trading Company and the 
Danish firm shall conjointly despatch five steamers, three belonging 
to the South African Company ; and that the Swedish South African 
Line shall send four steamers to South Africa, their Australian line 
taking cargo to Durban once in every eight weeks. ‘lhe joint 
arrangements will therefore control eleven Swedish boats and two 
Danish. The freight charges will be the same for both lines. By 
these means communication will become more regular. During 
the first half of the year one steamer can be despatched to South 
Africa every month, and during the time in which the Baltic is 
open the number can be increased to one every fortnight. All 
business concerning South Africa will be dealt with by the Genera: 
Agent of the South African Line in Sweden, and their agent will 
represent both lines in London. 





COREA: 


With reference to the notice on p. 511 of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Railwa Journal” of 9th September relative to the pro- 
Ex racamee jected construction of two new railways in Corea, 
: H.M. Consul-General at Seoul now reports that 
the Seoul-Wonsan line, to connect the capital with the port of 
Wonsan, on the east coast, will reduce the journey between these 
two places from four or five days to just over 12 hours, and will 
supply a long-felt want for railway communication between the 
Japan and Yellow Seas. ‘The so-called Ho-Nan Railway in the 
south is to start from a point on the Seoul-Fusan Railway (prob- 
ably either Taiden or Cho-chi-in) and to run to Mokpo and 
Kunsan. 

According to the ‘‘ Seoul Press ” (a local official Japanese organ) of 
24th October, a sum of 4,630,000 yen (about 472,0001.) is to be 
included in the Japanese Budget for the coming year for construc- 
tion work on these two railways and for the improvement of the 
Seoul-Wiju line; provided this expenditure is accepted by the 
Diet, work is to be put in hand early next spring and pushed 
forward. 
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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY. 


NEW SOUTH WALES. 


The “Australian Mining Standard” of 13th October states that 

prospecting has been carried on for several 
Asbestos Deposits. weeks on the Gundagai asbestos deposits. For 

about a mile, running north-west and south-east, 
deposits have been disclosed. The fibre of the asbestos is stated to 
be very long. The deposits were met with on the surface and 
about half-a-dozen qualities have been found. A “teasing” 
machine is to be ordered from Canada to treat the asbestos as it is 
mined, but it will be sent to Canada to be refined. On the advice 
of an expert, about 50 tons will be sent to Germany in order that 
its actual commercial value may be ascertained. 





SOUTH AFRICA. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner for South Africa (Mr. R. Sothern 
Modi Holland) has forwarded an extract from the 
odified Form of “ Sonth Afri C A Mitte 
Blasting Gelatine. outh African Commerce and Manufacturers 
Record,” from which it appears that a British 
South African Company has succeeded in producing a modified 
form of blasting gelatine, equal in strength to the 91-92 per cent. 
standard quality, but which on explosion produces practically no 
deleterious fumes. The ratio of carbon monoxide to carbon 
dioxide produced by ordinary blasting gelatine is one of carbon 
monoxide to seven of carbon dioxide, whereas it is claimed that 
the ratio for the modified form of blasting gelatine is one of carbon 
monoxide to 20 of carbon dioxide.

COMMONWEALTH OF AUSTRALIA. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Brisbane (Mr. M. Finucan) 
Wheat Crop reports, under date 7th October, that the crop 
elie of wheat in Australia this year is likely to be a 
— record one, excellent rains having fallen through- 

out the winter months. 

In Queensland, where the average production of wheat is small 
compared with other produce, it is estimated that a four million bushel 
crop will be harvested. In New South Wales the crop is estimated 
roughly at 30 million bushels, whilst the forecast for Victoria 
and South Australia points to acrop of over 30 million bushels each. 
Western Australia will probably produce 10 million bushels, so 
that in the absence of unforeseen circumstances, a harvest of 
roughly 100 million bushels may be expected in the Common- 
wealth. Prices, which have ruled as high as 5s. 6d. per bushel 
during this year for the wheat of the last season, are likely to open 
at 3s. 6d., whilst the flour of the present season will probably be 
quoted for export at 7/. 10s. per ton of 2,000 Ibs.

H.M. wipesiiaans at Budapest (Mr. Esme Howard, C.V.O., 
Vintage in C.M.G.) states that this year’s vintage in 
Hun am Hungary is reported as being very unsatisfactory 

gary: both as to quantity and quality. Peronospera 
appeared in July and did great damage in various quarters, 
attacking not only the leaves but the fruit also. Mildew is also 
responsible for a great deal of damage. 

The production of wine will be hardly 35 per cent. of that of 
last year, and the average production per Hungarian “joch” 
(1,200 square metres) will amount to about 7 hectolitres, whereas 
last year the production reached an average of 20 hectolitres. The 
quality is also poor. The vineyards cultivated by peasants will 
give very light wines containing a very low percentage of sugar— 
12-13 degrees in the must—while the better cultivated vineyards 
show a rather higher percentage, in some places yielding 15-20 
degrees in the must; even in these, however, the quality is likely 
to be far behind that of last year. In spite of this, prices are high 
on account of the falling off in quantity.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. J. E. Erskine) 
reports that a new method of drying fruit and 
vegetables, adopted at Waukesha, near Wis- 
Vegetables ; consin, has proved a decided success. The 
antunion ak Clate plant is set up in a fruit and vegetable pro- 

P * ducing district, and contracts are made with 
farmers to plant a certain number of acres, The fruit and vege- 
tables are taken as they are picked and are dried by a new process, 
the length of time required for the operation varying from six to 
thirty hours. A plant to put out from 250,000 to 350,000 lbs. of 
dried fruit and vegetables a year would cost about 5,000/. to erect, 
and rather more than this amount would be required annually 
for working expenses. 

The United States Military Authorities have tested samples of 
all the fruit and vegetables dried, and have reported on them. 
In the case of spinach, soup greens, carrots, rhubarb, &c., the 
cooked dried food cannot be told from the fresh; in the case of 
others, such as potatoes, the flavour is different but palatable. 

Parts of the process are patented, but the most important parti- 
culars of the method are not made public.

CHINA, 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Com- 
mercial Attaché at Peking (Mr. W. P. Ker), on the foreign trade 
of China in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 


Besides the depreciation of the copper currency, due chiefly to 
excessive output from provincial mints, a still 

Paper Currency. more dangerous menace to the financial condi- 
tion of China has come prominently into notice 

during the last year, 2.e. the unregulated issue of bank notes. The 
issue of notes has been resorted to by both provincial governments 
and private banks as a means of compensation for the loss of profits 
occasioned by the restrictions imposed by the Central Government 
on the output of the mints,* and, as was the case with the copper 
coinage, the immediately lucrative nature of the operation has 
made a quicker and deeper impression on the minds of those 
concerned in it than the certainty of the financial distress to follow. 
The issue has been defended by Chinese on the plea that it is not 
fair that the foreign banks should have a monopoly of the issue of

bank notes, but this plea ignores the fact that neither the issues 
nor the reserves of the native banks are known with any certainty. 
H.M. Consul-General at Hankow describes a financial crisis there 
in November, 1908, when four prominent native banks failed 
to the amount of several million taels, and it was then 
discovered that the four all belonged to one family, which thus 
obtained four times the limit of the credit intended to 
be given. Several Chinese banks have recently started at 
Shanghai, all of which issue notes to an unascertained extent. 
The history of another of these institutions, which has recently 
failed (June, 1909), is a curious one. This bank was founded 
coincidently with a paper mill, the bank paying for the mill out of 
deposits received and notes issued. The mill being unsuccessful, 
the bank lost all its money, including deposits amounting to 
180,000 taels and 9,000 dols. in the savings bank. When this 
became known, some other Chinese banks, themselves issuers of 
notes, recognising the necessity of protecting the credit of 
their own issues, came to the rescue by advancing 50,000 
taels to enable the bank to cash its notes and keep going. 
By way of security these banks wished to have a mortgage 
on the mill, but for some reason—probably to safeguard them- 
selves against claims on the part of the depositors—instead of the 
banks taking a mortgage themselves, the mill was mortgaged to 
a foreign firm at 9 per cent., and the 50,000 taels advanced by the 
relieving banks was deposited with this foreign firm at 7 per cent., 
the agreement being that the money should only be returned to the 
banks when the firm, in the event of the mill being unable to 
redeem the mortgage, made their claim good against the miil. 
Shortly afterwards the bank had to close its doors, and the 
Shanghai Taotai, in the interests of native banks issuing notes, 
has recently advanced 30,000 taels—on a second mortgage of the 
mill— which meney was, in June, being paid out to note holders 
applying at certain hours at the Mixed Court in Shanghai. These 
instances show that, in the case of some at least of the native 
banks now freely issuing notes, every principle of sound 
banking as recognised in Europe or America is violated, and 
that neither cash nor readily convertible security is held by these 
banks against theirnote issues. The foreign mercantile community 
in China is keenly alive to the danger to trade involved by the 
growth of the system, and it is hoped that the Central Government, 
whose attention has been called to the matter, will be able te 
impose effective checks.

The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
‘Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Notre.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries, as far as 
possible, on specific subjects, in the interest of British trade.
